FB ARTS FESTIVAL 
IS A LARGE SUCCESS 


Nearly 400 residents of Foggy Bottom and other 
areas of the city were attracted to the various events 
of the Foggy Bottom Festival of the Arts on De- 
cember 2, 3 and 4. 


The Festival opened with a dance concert by the 
African Cultural Dancers and Drummers of Wash- 
ington, a group of Americans who have given inten- 
sive study to Afro-Ethnic music and dance. Their 
fascinating program included two dances of wel- 
come; a Watusi solo by the group's leader, Melvin 
Deal; a dance to placate the capricious god Legba 
(who punishes the disrespectful); and, as the climax 
of the evening, ''Patakata'', a challenge dance in 
which the dancers and drummers attempt to out- 
perform each other. Performances by the drum- 
mers were interspersed with the dances. 


At a reception afterwards, the audience was able 
to meet the performers and to view a small collec- 
tion of African art objects. 


Two art exhibitions were held during the Festi- 
val -- the Residents' Exhibition, in the Watergate 
shopping center, and an exhibit by the members of 
the Young Painters' Gailery. Artists who live in 
Foggy Bottom or neighboring areas contributed 
paintings, sculpture, photographs and mosaics to 
the showing at Watergate. The Young Painters ex- 
hibit presented by the Gallery especially for the 
Festival, featured the paintings of Monte Leake, 
Susan Kappraff, Karl Vermandois, Brian Sebastian 
and Terry Coffman, and pottery by Brumbaugh. 


It was the Young Painters final exhibit before 
they move their Gallery to a new location (the News 
will give you details on the new Gallery in January). 


A Saturday evening coffee house — social event of 
the busy week-end — presented Charlie Chaplin and 
W.C. Fields movies and, in the intervals between 
showings, entertainment by guitarist Carol Baker.

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PROFILE: MARION RICE HART 


"The first time I flew my 
airplane across the Atlantic 
I didn't tell anyone about it. 
Somebody would have made 
a tusewecsers” 


This is Mrs. Marion Rice 
Hart, 74, a resident of Po- 
tomac Plaza in Foggy Bot- 
tom. Much fuss has been 
made over Mrs. Hart in re- 
cent years,and stories about 
her transatlantic flights, and 
her recent round the world 
trip, have appeared in the 
newspapers of almost every 
nation in which her single-engine plane has landed. 


"Actually my older sister was a pilot before 
me,'' Mrs. Hart explains. ''She learned to fly back 
in 1916. Then, when she got married and her hus- 


band didn't like it, she gave it up." 


Mrs.Hart herself has no suchintention, she says; 
she likes to fly too much. Commercial flying, how- 
ever, is not to her taste -- too bland. "I did have 
one interesting commercial flight though," she 
muses. "It was on one of those twin-engine planes, 
the Convairs. We took off and the plane was bank- 
ing when I looked out the window and saw that the 
propeller on my side had stopped. I leaned across 
the aisle to where the stewardess was sitting, and I 
said to her, 'Fasten your seat belt, please. We've 
just lost an engine.'" 


Flying is only the most recent of Mrs. Hart's 
serious avocations (which she refuses to call ''ca- 
reers''). She has been a sculptress, a skilled and 
sensitive photographer,and -- as we might expect -- 
something of an authoress. This last activity she 
tends to depreciate. "I wrote a couple of books 
about my travels, but the only one that ever made

any money for me was one called 'How to Navigate 
Today'. It's about sailing; I wrote it in 1939, just 
after I returned from sailing around the world. It 
was the publisher's idea to put down the author's 
name as 'M. R. Hart'. A lot of people probably 
wouldn't put any faith in a book like that if they knew 
it was written by a woman. I know I wouldn't. I 
still get a hundred dollars in royalties on the book 
every once in a while...... x 


Mrs. Hart was born in London. ''My parents 
brought me to this country when I was about two 
months old. During the Second World War I wanted 
to go back to England," she says wistfully. "I wanted 
to be there in the war; I've never seen one. Oh, I've 
been in Cuba during a couple of revolutions, but they 
didn't amount to anything." 


Evidently she acquired a taste for revolutions, 
for as a Washington resident Mrs. Hart has par- 
ticipated in the favorite local form of revolutionary 
activity. ''When I moved to Washington I was very 
annoyed by the fact that I couldn't vote,'' she says. 
"I thought, wasn't that unconstitutional or some- 
thing? So I got out my World Almanac and read the 
Constitution, and then I went around to the. Civil 
Liberties Union and asked them about the possibili- 
ty of bringing suit in Federal Court -- a suit to ob- 
tain an injunction that would allow us to vote. Well, 
they were interested; in fact, they had done some

research along these lines themselves. But at that 
time everybody was saying 'Oh, don't rock the boat

and we should concentrate on that'. Then last year 
they said that Home Rule bill was sure to pass that 
Congress. Ofcourse it didn't. Now I see that they've 
finally brought the suit." 


"I used to live in New York," Mrs. Hart says 
with a frown, ''but I got tired of it -- it's too dirty. 
When I moved down to Washington everything was 
very clean. I could leave my plane outside at the 
airport for weeks on endand there wouldn't be a spot 
of dirt on it. But now it gets dirty here, too. Just 
like New York."
